THE LIEN LAW. 


DISCREPANCES CITED. 


The District Lien Law is very 
defective, in that it gives dishonest 


unlimited opportunity for swind- 
ling the owuvers. 

The lien veed not be filed against 
the property for ninety days, and 


contractors, sub coutractors, mater- 


ial-men and laborers’ have tbe 
rigbt of lien. No notice is required 
for ninety days after completion of 
building. Sometimes a lien might 
be filedua year after the material 
was furnished. for which the claim | 
was wade—tor instance, stone laid 
on footing courses. Many are the 
iustauces where owners have found 
it nevessary to pay twice tor the 
same work, They cannot piotect 
thems: lves except by boud running 
for three montha, and ‘all know 
that this is nota guaranty, neither 
are small builders or small bouse 
holders usually prepared or willing 
toundergo the formality of mak- 
iug or giving bonds.

It is hoped that act- 
ion will soon be taken and the bill 
passed, as it prevents many timid 
persons from builuing. 

~ An interesting case was decided 
in Virginia recently, where the lien 
law is very much like the -one in 
force in the District, but bearing 
less’severely on the property-owner. 
The case was as follows: 

Mr. Summers, the defendant and 
owner, contracied with Mr. 
tenbuarg, a builder, toerect a bouse 
in Alexandria, Va. -Mr. Stouten- 
burg ordered material and mill- 
work from a Mr, Peake, a dealer in 
builders’ supplies, who in turn or- 
dered the same from Atcheson & 
Bro., lamber dealers and building 
mill-workers, who farnished the 
material mentioned, the same. 
being used in the construction of 
Mr. Summer’s house. 3 

The Judge in summing up tbe 
case states that in his opinion, it 
makes no differénce whether the 
goods were furnished in the first 
place to Mr. Peake, and then deliv- 
ered to Mr. Stoutenburg, or direct- 
ly to Mr. Stoutenburg; further, 
that it makes no difference wheth- 
er it was Charged in arunning ac- 
count to Mr. Peake, and an _ effort 
was made by Atchesou to collect 
from Peake. ‘*The house is respon- 
sible, because plaintiff (Atcheson) 
furnished material for its con- 
struction. | 

The Virginia Lien Law summa- 
rized it as follows: 

Contractors, sub-contractors, ma- 


right to liens. Contractors must 
file their notices in the Register’s 
Office within ninety days, and 


thirty days after completion. of 
work or the delivery otf material. 
The lien must be inforeed within 
six months after last payment, or 
itdapses. The owner must have | 
actual notice at time of tie lien 
being filed. 

Thelien is prior to all debts, 
mortgages, ect,, made after the 
contract for building is sigued. 

The Judge says: *‘Of course, if 
an express contract between the 
party furnishing material and the 
owner of the land is necessary to 
the exi-tence or creation of a lien, 
then notice would be unnecessary.” 
The question in this iastance was 
really between G. A. Mushback, 
Peak’s assignee, and Atcbeson & 
Bro., the owner having retained 
sufficient money to pay either to 
whom the court should allow it. 

The Judge considered the sole 
question presented in argument, to 
wit: Whether or not under the 
facts disclosed by the record, 1f the 
plaintiffs (Atchesop & Bro.) were 
in position to create a lien upon 
the building of Summers tor sup- 
plies furnished by them and used 
in its construction. Lam of opinion 
that. plaintiffs are entitled to the re- 
lelf they ask.—Washington Cor.

DR. FRANCIS CHARGES TRUSTEE COR- 
NISH WITH USURPATION OF AU-

The echool board of  trus- 
tees met Tuesday evening and 
after the regular business a com- 
munication was read from Miss 
Barbara Pope, which proved to be 
her resiguation. It seems that 
Miss Pope was kicked in the ab- 
domen or assaulted by one of her 
male pupils whom she suspended 
and refused to re-admit unless he 
apologized. It is said, notwith- 
standing the request she made and 
the courtesy due her as a teacher, 
she was requested by the author- 
ities of the colored schools to re~- 
enter the bupil without an apol- 
ogy.
